FIRST DAY. 


Welsh, La., Dec. i, 1905. 

I'lie Gulf Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
met in its Third Annual Session on Friday, Dec. 1, 1905, 9 a.m., 
Bishop Luther B. Wilson in the Chair. 

The skies were clear, the day balmy — December as pleasant 
as May — and the brethren were delighted that the time of our 
meeting had been changed from February to December. 

After singing two selections and being led in prayer by H. 
II. McCain, the sacrament of the Lord's Supper was observed. 

The roll was called and the following officers were elected : 
W. E. Harrison, Secretary; John .Paul, Assistant Secretary; W. 
C. Mann, Statistical Secretary; J. W. Hervey, Assistant Statis- 
tical Secretary; N. H. Oliver, Treasurer; B. W. Hugg and M. 
C. Hickman, Assistants. 

Louis May was elected Conference Postmaster. 

The following were appointed as Reporters: W. E.^ Har- 
rison, for Central Christian Advocate ; j. R. Basket, for Meth- 
odist Advocate-Journal ; F. D. Van Valkenburgh, for the Pica- 
yune of New Orleans. 

Conference Regulations — On motion of Wm. R. Chase, the 
rules of the General Conference, so far as they are applicable, 
were made the rules of order for this Conference. 

Hour of Meeting — The hour of meeting was set for 8:30 
a.m., and 11 145 as time for adjournment. 

Bar of the Conference — On motion, the first four pews 
were ordered to be included within the bar of the Conference. 

Courtesies — On motion of N. H. Oliver, Rev. Asbury Wil- 
kinson was invited to sit within the bar of the Conference. On 
motion of Wm. R. Chase, all visiting brethren were invited to 
sit with us. 
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Thirteenth Question — Was the character of each 
preacher examined? The Presiding Elders, J. W. Lively, of Lake 
Charles District; H. H. McCain, of Marshall District; Wm. R. 
Chase, of New Orleans District, were called, their characters 
passed, and they reported their districts. 

Introductions — Rev. L. W. Archer, of the Des Moines 
Conference, was introduced, and J. W. Lively made a few re- 
marks as to some of his experiences in the Civil War. 

Thirteenth Question — Continued — The following effec- 
tive elders of the Lake Charles District were called, their char- 
acters passed, and they reported their works: B. F. Deaton, G. 
B. Hines, C. A. King, A. E. Ryan,' N. H. Oliver. P. J. Robidoux 
not being present, his Presiding Elder reported his work. 

Introductions — Rev. E. R. Houck, from Minnesota Con- 
ference, now Pastor at Marshall, was introduced. 

Thirteenth Question — Continued — The following effec- 
tive elders of the Marshall and New Orleans Districts were 
called, their characters passed, and, if in charge, made their re- 
ports : N. L. Sayers, J. W. Tinnin, M. C. Hickman, J. T. 
James, John Paul, J. A. Christian, F. D. Van Valkenburgh, 
Thomas Wilson, Julian Woodson. Wm. R. Chase, being Pastor 
at St. Charles Avenue, New Orleans, in addition to being on 
the District, reported that work. 

On motion of J. R. Basket, it was voted to omit the Con- 
ference sermon that had been provided for on the afternoon of 
the first day. 

Dividend — The dividend from the Chartered Fund, $22, 
and that from the Book Concern, $186, were announced, and, on 
motion, were ordered paid to Rev. C. A. King, Chairman and 
Treasurer of the Board of Stewards.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Sixth Question — Who have been discontinued? It was 
moved and carried that Deloss H. Cassels, on trial in the second 
year, be discontinued, at his own request. 

Eighth Question — What members are in studies of the 
third year? 

James F. Ragsdale was called, his examinations reported, 
and he was advanced to the studies of the third year. 

Ninth Question — What members are in studies of the 
fourth year? 

J. W. Hervey was called, his examinations reported, and 
he was passed to the studies of the fourth year, upon condi- 
tion that he stand examination upon psychology. 

I. J. Coppedge was continued in studies of the fourth 
year. 

Tenth Question — What members have completed the Con- 
ference Course of study? 

W. C. Mann, W. E. Harrison and J. R. Basket were called, 
their characters passed, their examinations reported, and, on 
motion, were passed in studies of the fourth year and elected to 
Elder’s Orders. 

Benn W. Hugg, being already an Elder, was passed in 
studies of the fourth year. 

Question Five — Who have been continued on trial? 

(a.) In studies of first year: R. R. Smith and W. J. Wood, 
not having been before the Examining Committee, were, on 
motion, continued in studies of the first year. 

(b.) In studies of the second year: Louis May’s and Corwin 
Taylor’s examinations were reported and they were advanced 
to the studies of the second year. 

The following were called, their characters passed, their 
examinations reported and they were passed to studies of the 
second year, conditioned : J. A. Carruth, on Homiletics ; T. E. 
\vebb, on Harman’s Introduction and Miley’s Theology; T. F. 
Swanson, on Harman’s Introduction and Homiletics. They had 
not stood examination on these books. 

Fourteenth Question — Who have been transferred and 
to what Conferences? 
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Amedeo Riggio, in studies of th* first year, to New York 
East Conference; Wm. N. Laymance, in studies of first year, to 
Central Tennessee Conference. 

Introduction — Rev. J. F. Roeye, of Austin Conference, was 
introduced. 

Seventh Question — Who have been admitted into full 
membership ? 

After singing “When I Survey the Wondrous Cross,” and 
prayer by J. W. Lively, the Bishop made an address upon the 
“Equipment, Personality and Duties of a Methodist Minister.” 
Then the disciplinary questions having been asked and satisfac- 
torily answered, James F. Ragsdale was duly represented, and, 
being a Deacon under the Missionary Rule, he was elected to full 
membership in the Conference. 

Introductions — Dr. J. J.' Manker, Editor of the Methodist 
Advocate Journal ; Rev. W. W. Drake, Presiding Elder of 
Crowley District, Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and Rev. 
C. E. Mock, of the Austin Conference, were introduced. 

At this juncture Rev. C. A. King was called to the Chair.

Bishop Wilson addressed the Conference on the “Religious 
Newspaper ; Its Importance in Church Work.” 

After these addresses there was a motion made to make 
the Methodist Adzocate Journal the official paper of our Confer- 
ence. This motion was amended by moving to recommend, but 
not adopt, as the Conference organ. On motion, this motion 
was tabled. 

Sixteenth Question — Who have been located at their own 
request ? 

J. W. Tinnin. 

Fourth Question— Who have been received on trial? 

J. C. Orcutt’s examination was favorably reported, and, on 
recommendation of the Committee on Conference Relations, was 
not admitted on trial, but the Presiding Elders were authorized 
to use him as a supply. 

J. W. Niell and R. L. Weldon were called, their examina- 
tions reported, and, upon recommendation of the Committee on 
Conference Relations, they were admitted on trial. 

Twenty-third Question — Who are the superannuate 
preachers ? 

The Committee on Conference Relations recommended that 
F. D. Van Valkenburgh be continued in superannuate relation. 
On motion, action on this report was deferred. 

In the case of J. T. James, the Committee recommended that 
he be placed in the superannuate relation. Report adopted. 

Conference adjourned with the benediction by Dr. J. J. Man- 
ker. 


AFTERNOON SESSION— SATURDAY. 

The afternoon session opened at 2 o’clock with singing of 
“Love Divine, all love excelling,” and prayer by Dr. J. F. 
Boeye. 

The minutes of the morning session were read, corrected 
and approved. 

Fifth Question — Continued — On motion, J. W. LaGrone 
was continued on trial in studies of the first year. 
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Publishing Minutes — On motion of John Paul, it was 
voted that the Secretaries be instructed to exclude from the 
published minutes anything not required by General Conference 
regulations, and to abridge at their discretion. 

On motion, the Conference proceeded to take a collection to 
defray the expense of publishing the minutes. 

Twenty-second Question. — Who are the supernumerary 
preachers ? 

On motion, Thomas Wilson was continued in the supernu- 
merary relation, and I. J. Coppedge was granted supernumerary 
relation. 

Address — Rev. J. F. Boeye addressed the Conference on the 
subject of "Christian Education,” and represented Fort Worth 
University. 

It was moved by A. E. Ryan that a Committee of Five 
be appointed to meet a similar committee from the Arkansas 
and Austin Conferences in regard to Conference boundaries. 

Address — On motion, the printed programme for the 3 
o'clock hour, which was provisional, was adopted, and Presi- 
dent J. W. Beeson, of Meridian Female College, represented both 
it and the Meridian Male College. At the beginning of this speech 
the Bishop called C. A. King to the Chair. 

After announcements, on motion, the Conference adjourned 
with the benediction by Dr. J. J. M anker.

Bishop Wilson gave an address upon the “Elements of Loy- 
alty and Broadness That Enter Into a Preacher’s Qualification 
for Success.” The Bishop then led us in prayer.

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Nearly 14,000 churches have been erected in the United States 
and its dependencies by the assistance of the Church Extension 
Board. These churches are of all classes, from the small mountain 
plan to fine ones, costing not over $10,000. 

The sole purpose of this Board is to give help to those who 
need it. It hoards up no money in its treasury, but collects with 
one hand and dispenses with the other. 

Its gifts are small and are limited in number only by the 
amount of funds coming into its treasury. If the Church would 

give it more, the gifts would increase in number and amount, until 
all our needy societies were housed. 

The Board has been very good to us. The past two years it 
has said, “give us $500 per year and draw on us for $1,600 per year 
to aid you in your work, and we will collect from richer conferences 
the extra $1,100 per year, or if you fail to give us the $500 we 
will be just, and give you in proportion as you give us.” 

The Church Extension Board can give only as it has to give. 
We fear some of the brethren forget this, and think it an exhaustless 
fund from which to draw at will. Brethren, we must put into its 
treasury the small amount asked, if we would draw the larger amount 
for our needy field. 

We urge the Brethren of this Conference to come up with the 
full amount asked by the Board. 
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First — Let the Presiding Elders distribute to all the charges the 
full amount, leaving none unasked. 

Second — Eet the Pastors instruct the people upon this great 
subject of Church Extension and give all a chance to contribute to it, 
and we believe the full amount will be reached.

STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

We rejoice to note the degree of spiritual progress among the 
people of our Conference. While we are encouraged, we do not over- 
look the fact that in many places there is a lack of deep spiritual life, 
which ought to characterize Methodist people. 

We would, therefore, recommend the continual preaching of a 
full Gospel by all our pastors; the organization of class meetings in 
all our churches; the establishment of family altars in all our 
homes, and the reading of our Church papers by all our people. 

We recommend further that all our people be urged to become 
more intelligent on Methodist doctrine and teaching.
